PNEUMATIC TUBE MAIL 


POSTMASTER BAUMHOFF WANTS 
AN APPROPRIATION. 


QUICKER SERVICE IS NEEDED. 


St. Louis Postoffice in Good Position to 
Ask Congress for a Round 
Sum of Money. 


Postmaster Baumhoff will leave St. Louis 
Tuesday night for Washington to appear 
before the House Committee on Postoffices 
and Post Roads in the interest of the appli- 
cation of St. Louis for a pneumatic tube 
service. 

Mr. Baumhoff is hopeful 
will grant an appropriation 
pose. He said Tuesday: 

“The decision does‘ not rest with the Posi- 
office Department. The department has no 
money for the purpose and cannot inaugu- 
rate’ it unless appropriates the 
money. I hope to convince the 
members of the committee of the right of 
Louis to ask the appropriation and of 
wisdom of the expenditure of money 
that direction. 

“The St. Louis office can 
gress with a request for such an approprlia- 
tion with better grace than the sat pe 
of any other city. The St. Louis Postoffice 
made the best showtng Of any large clily 
iast year. The office used only 35 per cent of 
its earnings. Baltimore uSed +4 per cent. 

“My object in bringing about a business 
administration of the St. Louis Postoffice 
was to be in a position to ask things which 
would improve the service. i shall not g9 
to Washington asking for more carriers, 
because the present number of carriers can 
do the work efficiently. I go there to ask 
for improvements which will be of benefit 
to the business community. 

“If the appropriation is made I want to 
first commect the Postoffice and Union mre 
tion and next the Postoffice and the Re: 
Depot in East St. Louis. By having a abe 
to Union Station, business men will be ei- 
abled to deposit mail matter later and it 
will catch the outgoing trains, The same 
would be accomplished in having a tube 
to the Relay Depot. The principal advan- 
tage of the tube across the river, though, 
be in the time saved on incoming 
Mail could be sent through a tube 
pp Depot to the postoffice in 
two minutes. We would be abie to deliver 
it to business men in the first delivery. As 
it is now, incoming mail travels nearly 
four miles from the Relay Depot to Union 
Stat ion and the time consumed an hour. 

“After we have these tubes [I want to 
see them in operation in the business dis- 
trict, in the southwestern part of the cily 
and the north and south € ends.’

The gunboats are 
to be designed with special reference to 
their use among the Philippines. 

In deciding to provide for the armored

Cushman K. Davis of Minnesota, chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, of- 
fered an amendment to the Porto Rican tar- 
iff bill, providing for absoluce free trade 
with the isiand and extending the Constitu- 
tlon of the United Staies to its citizens, he 
acted, it is said, salely on his individual re- 
sponsibility. No one in the Senate had 
even an inkling (hat he had decided to take 
this course. 

The blow to the tariff supporters has 
oome so unexpectedly and has wroueht such 
confusion that it is impossible to predict the 
effect, but !t can be said that the Davis 
amendment will number among its support- 
ers some of tre mast influential Republicans 
of the South. 

Aldrich of Rhode Island, the party lead- 
er, is opposed to a tax upon Porto Rican 
products, aiid, although he has heretofore 
expressed himself as willing to sacrifice his 
personal views for party harmony, it is 
learned thai Will support the Davis 
amendmeit. Others counied@ on to do so are 
Fairbanks, Warren, Cullom, Carter, 
Shoup, Hansbrough, Nelson afd Wellington.

The first question put to Senator Davis 
after he presented his amendment was: 
“Did you have the Presideni’s authority or 
approval?’ 

Zo this he replied: “T had my own author- 
ity, the approval of myself; my amendment 
speaks for itself. lt was not presented for 
buncombe, I meant to have it incorporated 
in the bill, and 1 shall do what 1 can to ac- 
complish this end. believe there are 
enoveh men in the Senate who believe as 
I do ta pass miy amendment. It extends the 
Constitution over Porto Rico and thus im- 
plies that it cannot be extended to the Phil- 
ippimes except by legislative action.” 

The Democrats are unwilline to acrept 
the Davis amendment. claiming as they do 
that the Cons'itution extends naturally to 
Porto Rica, as it is a part of the United 
States.

EX-ATTORNEY-GENERAL WOULD 
GIVE FILIPINOS FREEDOM. 


New Philippine Commissioner, Al- 
though Opposed to the President’s 
Policy, Is in Sympathy With His 

Purpose as He Understands It. 


son Harmon. Attorney-General under Pres- 
ident Cleveland during his last term, last 
niznt startled the audience gathered at the 
complimentary dinner tendered Judge Wil- 
liam H. Taft, member of the new Philip- 
pine Commission, by this advice to his 
friend and fellow-jurist: 

“It is never too late to retrace a mis- 
step; to right or undo a wrong. If the peo- 
ple ghall decide that no nation is good 
enough to rule another nation without the 
other nation’s consent; if they shall re- 
member what it cost us to cast out the 
heresy that the great principles of liberty 
did not apply to black men, and shall re- 
fuse to re-embrace it as to the brown ones; 
if they ehall conclude that this country 
cannot long exist part vassal and part free, 
as they found it could not part slave and 
part tree, then there will be no difficulty 


in doing what we ought to have done in the 
beginning-—-leave the Filipinos to ee 
their own affaire and serve notice on the 
world that they aresunder our protection. 
That is bow it may be settled soon. It 
may take long. As It involves right and 
wrong, it will never be settled until it is 
settled right.’ : 

No lees surprising was the admission bj 
Judge Taft himself, “I am not now, and 
never have been, an expansionist. 

Over 100 of the leading citizens of Cin- 
cinnati were present at the dinner. 

M. E. Ingalis, president of the Big Four 
Rafiroad Company, presided as toastmaster. 
After reading a letter of regret from Sec- 
retary of War Root, who was unable to 
attend, and after speaking in a happy vein 
of Judge ‘Taft and his great mission, he in- 
troduced Judge William R. Day, late Sec- 
retary of State, who spoke of the negotia- 
tion of the treaty of peace wit) Spain.

“Tf you had met to approve the general 
course of the Government with respect to 
the Philippines, I should not be here. For 
a hundred years we contented ourselves 
with words of sympathy for peoples strug- 
gling, as we once struggled, for freedom 
and independence. Here for the first time 
an opportunity came to help in such a 
struggle without breaking our settled pol- 
icy. We joined ranks with the native pa- 
triots against the commonenemy. Whether 
any one made or was authorized to make 
yromises to them {is of no consequence. Our 

istory and principles are a perpetual prom- 
ise, and no one wil deny that when the 
Filipinos joined forces with us, they be- 
lieved, and we know they believed, that 
success would mean the fulfillment of their 
hopes. 


“When we came to terms of peace, it was 
our duty to put an end to the claims of 
Spain. As to all] the territory, except a few 
square miles, these were the barest of 
pretensions, but Spain’s need and others’ 
greed might have a speculative asset of 
them to the injury of our aliies. This was 
the only possible justification for the di- 
rection to our commissioners to purchase 
these claims, and we naturally expected 
some declaration of trust. So did our allies. 

“But it soon turned out that instead of 
buying off the King of Spain, the Govern- 
ment bought him out and proposed to rea- 
lize on the investment. Our only real war 
fofiowed—a war which a word would have 
avoided if our Government had been willing 
to say it, and whose victories aroused no 
giadness in our people like those over Spain. 
The Government got absolutely nothing by 
the treaty with Spain, except color of title 
to a smaul part of the territory and conse- 
quent color of mght to make war on the 
inhabitants, without action by Congress. 

“Whatever it now holds (save what it got 
by treaty with the Sultan of Swi), it has 
acquired by conquest from them and not 
utherwise, and it is etill engaged in per- 
fecting and extending such conquest. We 
now hear the usual plea of the dooers of 
doubtful things—'The deed is done; it is too 
late to discuss it.’ 

Continuing with great emphasis and elo- 
quence Judge; Harmon expressed the senti- 
ments already quoted. 

“The Philippine question, as it involves 
right and wrong,” ‘the said, ‘‘will never be 
settled until it is settled right. 

‘“\Meantime, there are certain duties for 
which We are responsible. One is to provide 
a government for those islands. However 
strongly he may disapprove the course 
which has led to this necessity, no citizen 
ei right to withhold his aid and sup- 
port. 


“The situation is very peculiar. On the 
ratification of the treaty whatever terri- 
tory in fact belonged to Spain became the 
territory of the United States. The mili- 
tary authority of the President ceased. As 
the Government has chosen to refer the 
title to all the territory it holds to the 
treaty with Spain, the President must treat 
it all alike as part of our national domain, 
and none of it as enemy's country. Con- 
gress has failed to act in the matter so the 
President is compelled to continue as a de 
facto government that which he has estab- 
lished under his military power. It is either 
that or anarchy. His right to make reg- 
ulations in the nature of laws is subject to 
grave doubt, but his right to provide agen- 
cies for enforcing the law ts clear. 

“He has decided to act through a civil 
commission. He has chosen our friend and 
2 as the head of that commission. 
And I am here to join in approving that 
decision and that choice and in wishing 
Judge Taft godspeed on his voyage and the 
most important work that has fallen to anv 
man of his generation. Our duty is the 
very highest. None but the best and wisest 
can discharge it for us. And if we may 
judge all by the one we know, the President 
could not have chosen better. It was no 
defense of slavery that the slaves were bet- 
ter off, but slavery was a double wrong 
when they were treated badly. So, giving 
these people good government will at least 
save us from addi injury to wrong. 

am sure our friend hare realizes the 
difficulties of the task before him. He 
have to deal with rights which have vest- 
ed under a mixed system of Spanish and 
native laws and customs. He must take 
into account strange ideas, prejudices and 
manners; but, perhaps, those may trouble 
him less than those of the intelligent peo- 
oe who know our history and professions. 
and who, Wo are assured, closely follow all 
that occurs here, to find some time encour- 
agement in their struggle to be free.

Its 
members have never conferred together. 
I speak, therefore, for myself alone. 

“Like Judge Harmon, and unlike Chair- 
man Ingalls, I am not now and never have 
been an expansionist. I have always 
hoped that the jurisdiction of our nation 
would not extend beyond territory between 
the two oceans. We have not solved all 
the problems of popular government s0 
perfectly as to justify our voluntarily 
seeking more difficult ones abroad. 

“With deference to Judge Harmon, I do 
not think in this instance 
voluntarily sought them. 
patriotic purpose of the President 
present juncture is to give the people of 
the Philippine Isiands the best civil gov- 
ernment which he can provide, with the 
largest measure of self-government con- 
sistent with stability. He seeks only the 
welfare-of the Filipino and the better- 
ment of his condition. The incidental ben- 
efits to the trade of this country, arising 
from the new relation, must be made sub- 
servient to the interests of those who have 
become our wards. This is his charge to 
his new commission. With this purpose 
thus defined I have the deepest sympathy. 
When, therefore, the President d‘d me 
the honor to ask me to assist him as one 
of the commission in carrying it out, | 
could not urge as a reason for deciining 
that I did not agree with his policy an 
its object.” 

Judge Taft was frequently interrupted 
by applause, which was especially vigor- 
ous when he announced the charge ven 
by the President to the new comm sion, 
and when he spoke of the necessity of en- 
forcing civil service in the Philipp-nes. At 
the close of his address, the entire assebm- 
ly arouse and joined in cheers for the dis- 
tinguished guest of the evening. The pres- 
entation of Taft closed the exercises and 
the guests parted after singing “America.”

STORM IN SIX STATES 


HAIL, SLEET AND RAIN SWEEPS 
OVER THE NORTHWEST. 


A CHILLY DAY IN CHICAGO. 


Street Railways Blocked and Ice Piled 
Mountain High in the 
Harbor. 


CHICAGO, March 6.—The storm, hail, 
sleet and rain, which swept over Chicago 
ail day yesterday and last night, paralyzed 
train service on the three elevated railroads 
of the city and all other means of transpor- 
tation suffered more or less. The elevated 
roads were brought to a standstill in the 
ear.y evening hours and the electric sur- 
face lines ran cars only at long intervals. 
The sky was illuminated by blinding flashes 
from the motor cars and people not ac- 
quainted with the- facts supposed it was 
the aurora borealis. Telegraph and tele- 
phone lines in and out of the city were 
broken in many places on account of the 
heavy coating of ice on them and business 
was handied with da#Viculty. All incoming 
trains were late from a few minutes to sev- 
eral hours, while some from the West did 
not arrive until this morning. One man 
was killed and scores of persons injured by 
falling down on the Icy sidewalks, 

Navigation on the east shore of the lake 
is suspended. easteriy winds of the 
past forty-eight hours have driven the ice 
fields ‘back to this side of the lake and to- 
day the tields extended out Into the lake 
for over ten miles. In places the ice is 2 
to W feet high where the great jams have 
forced it out of the water. Conditions have 
not been so bad in this harbor for years. 

Dispatches received in this city show that 
the storm extended over Michigan, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, lowa and Wisconsin and 
that damage was done in all these States. 


CAR FERRIES ICE-BOUND. 


Ecats Carrying Passenger Trains 

Grounded in Detroit River. 
DETROIT, Mich., March 6.—Five car fer- 
ries, carrying east and westbound passen- 
ger trains over the Wabash and Michigan 
Central Raltlroads, were grounded either on 
pack ice or on the shallow middle ground 
of the river for intervals of two to eight 
hours last night and to-day. The Grand 
Trunk'’s ferries Lansdowne and Great 
Western were each partly unmanageable, 
and were drifted on the mkidle ground with 
the wind and masses of floating ice. The 
Canadian Pacific's boat, Ontario, had a sim- 
ilar experience.

AGAINST CHINN 


Republicans Had Intimated 
That He Killed Goebel. 


TAKE BACK THE STATEMENT.

CHINN SAYS EVERY REPUBLICAN 
OFFICER WILL BE INDICTED. 


But, He Prophesies, Before the Grand- 
jury Can Act They Will Remove 
to London Under Guard of 
the Militia. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 6.—State Ex- 
aminer Lester, woo bas been investigating 
the Goebel case for the Republicans, has 
made this statement: 

“lt was an outrageous tragedy, and the 
guilty man should be summarily dea:t with. 
The idea advanced by the Democrats that 
the assassination was the result of a plot 
by RepublJicans is absurd. Likewtse is the 
statement of some Republicans that the 
shot was fired by Jack Chinn. I have been 
at work in the interest of our party, and 
I find that Mrs. Seffel, in part, is mistaken 


in her statement of what she saw. She 
claims that Goebel was shot from behind. 
That is right, but her claim. that Col. 
Chinn fired the shvt is wrong. She says 
Chinn had a pistol in his hand. He did. He 
says so himself. By Mrs. Bonta, the wife 
of a shopkeeper living on Broadway, we 
will be abie to prove that the snot was not 
fired from the office of the Secretary of 
State, but by one of three men who passed 
Chinn and Goebel at the founta:n. 

“Mrs. Bonta said to me: ‘Il was standing 
at my window, looking into the State 
House yard. I saw Lillard, Goebel and 
(hinn enter the gate, with Lillard slightly 
in the advance of the other two. \When 
Goebel and Cininn reached the fountain 
they met three men. I heard a shot and 
suw Goebel stagger. The three men hur- 
ried to the gate, the one nearest Goebel 
udjusting something in his pocket as hs 
run. ,I think he fired the shot into Goebei's 
back as he passed.’ 

“Mrs. Lonta further told me that as 
Goebel fell Jack Chinn ran up past the 
fountain pulling out his pistol and returned 
vhen the firing had ceased. We have 
other good testimony corroborative of this 
statement. ‘T'he passage of that $100,000 re- 
ward bill will hang at least one innocent 
man, and, if neéeds be, half a dozen of 
them. 

“As a result of the claim of conspiracy, 
I would not be surprised at the indictment 
and arrest of several leading Ropublicans, 
among them Secretary of State Caleb Pow- 
ers, ex-Secretary of State Charies [in- 
ley and ‘reasurer William Day. 1 have 
been toid that the Democrats charge tnat 
these men assembled and brought to rrank- 
fort the aggregation from the mountains 
on Jan. 2, ana that it was for the _pur- 
pose of intimidating the Legislature. Noth- 
ing could be more absurd.” 

Col. Jack Chinn has given out a statement 
to the State press in which he says: — 

“Tne Kepublicans wouid give a million 
dollars to-day if they could rid themsd.ves 
of the assassination of Goebel. Tne crime 
was the most perndious with which this 
country has baa ta deal, and not only are 
Kentuckians up in arms over it, but the 
good people of the United States feel that it 
is due to the country that the assassins shail 
be hanged. Lincoin was murdered by a 
erank, Garfield by a lunatic, but Goebel was 
killed by a sane man, carrying out plans 
made for him by people whose interests 
might be benefited by his death. 

‘In my opinion there will be nothing fur- 
ther done until the meeting of the Frank- 
lin County Grandjury in April, when war- 
rants for the arrest of every man in that 
executive buildin will be issued and 
served. Three of the best detectives in 
this @ountry told me two weeks ago that 
the assassination was the result of the most 
gigantic plot this country has ever known. 
The statement that one of the three men 
whom we met stepped in from behind and 
fired the shot is bosh. Had such been the 
case 1 should have smoked the individual 
so that he would have been carried away. 
The statements that I drew my pisiol are 
untrue. I held my hand on my pistol but 
did not draw it. 

‘{t is the plan of the Goebel people to 
make no arrests until the indictments are 
returned by the Franklin County Circuit 
Court, which eannot be before April, as 
the court does not convene until then. As 
soon as indictments are returned the ar- 
vests will be made. It is certain that W. 
S. Taylor and many other Republican State 
officers will be indicted. By that time they 
will be at London surrounded by the Repub- 
lican State Guard, and will resist arrest.”’ 

The order for the shipment of guns and 
ammunition from the State Arsenal here to 
London. Ky., by the Republican State au- 
thorities was revoked late yesterday, and a 
ear loaded with munitions of war, can- 
signed to London, was unloaded and its 
contents returned to the Arsenal in this 
city.

PARIS EXPOSITION MAY NOT BE 
READY ON DATE SET. 


---— 


The American Buildings Are Well Ad- 
vanced and Mr. Peck Is Not 
Discouraged. 


Special Cable to the Post-Uispaich. 
(Copyright, 1900.) 

PARIS, March 6.—My dispatch giving the 
true condit‘on of affairs at the Paris Ex- 
position grounds was telegraphed back to 
Paris, creating considerable commotion 
among both the French authorities and 
the American Commission. 

Director-General Picard, interviewed by 
the French papers, maintained ‘that the 
opening ceremony would take place on the 
date set. When pressed to answef the 
facts stated by your correspondent and 
confirmed later by the French reporters, 
the director took refuge in vague talk about 
the bad weather, the repeated strikes of the 
Exposition workmen and of those in the 
mining and iron works districts. 

Director Picard was questioned by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent as follows: 

“Are most of the buildings unfit to allow 


exhibitors to do their own share of the 
work?’ 

“Not most of the buildings, but a few.” 

“Is it an absolute impossibility to get 
ready on time, even by doub.ing the gangs 
and resorting to night work? Some con- 
tractors say so.” 

“We expect to be ready—at any rate, we 
are doing our jevel best.”’ 

Beyond this evasive answer, the director 
would not go. 

At the American Commission the criticis- 
ing dispatch, extensively quoted here, made 
everybody furiously angry. Commissioner 
Peck, who hastened down from London, 
was interviewed, He says that all the 
American buildings are we!l advanced. as 
compared with the others, and disclaims 
responsibility for the delay imposed upon 
private firms, saying the instailation of 
exhibits could not begin before the French 
bulidings were nearer completion. 

He added that during the few remaining 
weeks much might be accomplished and he 
does not feel discouraged, despiie present 
appearances. 

Speaking about the United States’ show- 
ing, Mr. Peck said: 

“White we shall have no startling display 
in any department, I hope the exhibit as a 
whole will fully demonstrate that our re- 
public ts not only entitled to a high pluce 
among the family of nations, but foremost 
among them in advanced civilization.” 

The cruiser Prairie has unloaded at 
Rouen the last installment of exhibits sent 
by the departments at Washington. 

More than 4000 American firms will be 
represented at the exposition, averaging 
four employes each. Therefore, more than 
16,000 Americans will be permanently em- 
ployed on the grounds.

PLAGUE IN HAWAII. 


Recent Official Reports Say the Situa- 
tion Is Improving. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The surgeon- 
general of the Marine Hospital Service has 
‘received a report dated Feb. ® fram Su- 
geon D. A. Carmichael at Honolulu, sum- 
ming up the plague situation there and al 
Kaluhui, on the Island of Mai and at Hilo. 
Hawall. 

At Honolulu he says that up to Feb. 19 
the situation looked promising. On that date 
three new cases, aii fatal. were reported, 
one Hawaiian Chinese woman and two 
Chinamen. The infection in these cases jis 
supposed to have been from Astatiec food- 
stults. 

Dr. Carmichael gives the results of the 
observations of a trip made by Consul- 
General Haywood, President Wood af the 
Board of Health and himself to Kaluhul. 
Maui and Hile, Hawali, :o look over the 
situation ‘at those places. They started Fab. 
13. At Kaluhul the inhabitants of China- 
town, where the disease was discovered 
had been moved to a detentian camp, China- 
town destroyed by fire and tne dead burned. 
No cases had developed since eb. 10. and 
the situation was well in hand. Sugar is 
shipped directly from Kaluhui to San [Fran- 
cisco. All cargoes are discharged and re- 
ceived in the open bay. Complete arrange- 
menis were made for the shipment of the 
suger direct from the plantations :o the 
landing place and thence to the lighters sa 
as to avoid as far as possible anv danger 
of infection by the men engaged in the 
work. At Hilo the doctor found only one 
case of plague renorted. a Mrs. Zrrao. the 
wife of a Portuguese merchant, who kept 
a small stare near the water front. She was 
taken ill on Jan. 3 and died on Jan. 28 
She had all the usual symptoms of the 
piague. What closely resembied the -bacil!! 
of bubonic plague was found in one of the 

lands sent to Honolulu. The body of the 
eceased woman was burned, surrounded by 
quieklime, near her residence. The store and 
dwelling in which she lived were burned 
The soruce of infection in this case had no: 
been traced and nothing had been found 
that would show any light on the matter. 
except that the stove in which she some- 
times served, was direcily over the month 
of a sewer that received refuse from Chi- 
nese ouarters further uptowrp. No other 
cases had been reported in Hilo so far as 
was then known.

Enemy Leaves Over Sixty Dead on the 
Field and Retires Into Mount- 
ain Haunts. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Gen. Otls has 
cabied the following accovnt of recent op- 
erations in Luzon: 

‘‘Manila, March 5.—Bates, with two bat- 
talons of the Fortieth and Forty-fifth regi- 
ments and detachments of artillery, engi- 
neers and signal corps, total 2200 men, 
landed troops on the southeast, northwest 
and southern coasts of San Miguel Bay, 
Camarines Province, to move on Nueva 
Caceras, in three columns. The only strong 
opposition was encountered by Godwin and 
the battalion of his regiment at Libman- 
ana, in the west of Neuva Caceres, God- 
win's loss was Adciutant Galleher, died of 
wounds, three enlisted men. severely and 
five slightly wounded. The enemy left 64 
dead on the fleld and many wounded, who 
were cared for by our medical officers, 
Godwin captured a nuinber of armed in- 
surgents, 18 Spanish prisoners, 30 rifles and 
considerable ammunition and property.

This genuine confession of her love is 
one of the most ingenuous moments of 
comedy in the entire play. 

The line should be spoken in absolute 
earnest woranly confusion without any 
apparent sense of the comedy it conveys. 

The eager questions with which Rosalind 
plies Celia about Orlando are full of real 
anxiety and trepidation; they are the con- 
fusion of her heart told hastily yet ten- 
derly, for she becomes woman in ‘her weak- 
est mood, yet woman in an ideal frenzy of 
adoring love.

GERALDINE IS DEAD. 


The Great Race Mare Passes Away on 
the Spreckles Farm.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—Geraldine, 
the famous racing mare of «phenomenal 
speed at short distances, holder of the 
world’s record for half a mile, in 46 sec- 
onds, is dead at Spreckels’ Napa farm. Her 
newly born foal, by Crighton, died at the 
eame time. 

Geraldine became famous when at Mor- 
ris Park, Aug 30, 1889, she ran the straight 
half mile course in 46 flat, a record that 
has stood unbroken until this day.

He is bent with age and wasted by disease. 

On his way to the Soldiers’ Home at 
Dayton, Ohio, he was overcome by iliness 
and forced to stop over at St. Louis. With- 
out friends or money, his only refuge was 
the second class waiting foom at Union 
Station. ‘ 

Peckenpaugh is suffering from an injury 
received while visiting his old home at 
Portia, Ark. His finger was lacerated by 
a thorn. Blood poisoning set in and now 
it is thought his arm will have to be am- 
putated to save his life. 

“I was a member of Company A, Thir- 
ty fifth Ohio Volunteers, during the Civil 
War,” he said to the Post-D-spatch. 

the last ten years I have been an 
inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, 
Ohio. I was granted a furlough and went 
back to my oid home in Arkansas. There 
I received the injury to my hand, They 
tell me the only way to relieve me is to 
cut off my arm. If that is the case I pre- 
fer to die. This right arm of. mine must 
go to the grave with me, just as it went 
into the battle with me.’’ 

Policeman Dickson sent for an ambu- 
lance, but Peckenpaugh refused to go to 
the City Hospital. He stated as his reason 
chase he feared his arm might be amputated 
there,

HAVANA, March 6.—Governor-General 
Wood saye that as soon as the complete 
census returns are received the recom- 
- mendations of the Election Committee will 

| be formally approved and published, thus 
enabling preparations to be made forthwith 
. throughout the island for electors of May 

1. There is very little doubt that the 
‘ @paniards who are as yet unregistered, if 
they choose to vote, can elect the Mayor 
in Havena and Cienfuegos as well as other 
cities possibly, if they. unite on a candidate. 
| This fact ig recognized here, and as a con- 
sequence candidates for the mayorality are 
beginning to cater to the Spanish vote. It 
_4s generally believed that Senor Lacoste’s 
| actions in removing’the prohibition against 
' Gisplaying the Spanish flag meant that he 
would be a candidate. Senor Calezo while 
writing for the Cubano showed increasing 
 pro-Spanish tendencies and he is following 
| the game line in his newspaper, . 

Other candidates are Senor Messonier, the 
labor leader, who isa prominent member of 
the National party, and Juan Guailberio 
Gomez, a colored orator of considerabie 
popularity and an editorial writer on the 
gtaff of the Discusion, 

Some of the friends of Senor San Miguel, 
editor of the Lucha, are endeavoring to 
persuade him to come forward, but he 
says he sas no ambition for civic honors. 
The Lucha says: 
“We urge all Spaniards to elect to be- 
come Cubans, in order to have a voice 
jn the management of the affairs of the 
island, in order-to preserve the common 
interésts which Spaniards have with Cu- 
bans in respect of language and also .o 
maintain the special interests they have in 
commerce and jndustry in Cuba. Span- 
feards can become Cubans without chang- 
ing in any essential.”’ 

Gen. Gomez has written to the papers to 
gay that he cannot accept any offer of 
monetary assistance, especially at a time 
when, owing to Cuba’s’ misfortunes, the 
treasury in the hands of the foreigner. 
“Nor can I accept,’’ he continues, ‘“‘suc 
favors from individual organizations, like 
the municipality of Havana. If the coun- 
iry were mistress of her own destinies the 
matter would be different. But things in 
Cuba are now in a sad vondition. Beileve me, 
however, I do not despise what the Cuban 
people doesire to do for an old friend.” 

Lent is not being kept very strictly in 
Havana. Indeed there are balls, dinners 
and receptions every night, and a carnival 
programme is arranged for every Sunday. 
Six proposed colonists, bound for Le 
Gioria, have arrived at Nuevitas on board 
the Yarmouth from Brunswick. Ga. Ac- 
cording to the latest advices from La Gloria 
much distress exists there, especially among 
those who have lost all and who must de- 
pend upon the work they can obtain in 
the districts of Puerto Principe and Neu- 
vitas. Already requests have been made 

‘to the United States Government to furnish 
transportation for these destitute people. 
It is said that anly 70 ow of the original 
1000 still remain at La Gloria. These fig- 
ures do not include the Yarmouth’s passen- 
ers. ‘ 

Gen. Rivera, Secretary of Agriculture, 
says that the titles of the colonists are of 

\ doubtful value, and that many of the set- 
tiers, after investigating the claims. have 
abandoned them altogether. The colonists 
express their gratitude to the quartermas- 
ter’s department for furnishing them as 
much work as possible. In all probability 
an investigation into the management of 
the colony will be instituted,

Three days ago they intercepted the 
mall which was being conveyed, under an |} 
escort of 300 soldiers, from Torin to Cocorit,. | 
Three hundred soidiers were dispersed and 
the Yaquis carried off the malls. 

Sunday the Yaquis laid siege to Cocorit 
and captured Tegota, a mile below. They 
will attempt to burn Cocorit. An expedi- 
tion of 400 men under Lieut. Parra has left 
Potam to open the road to Cocorit. 


There are 3000 Yaquis between Potam and 
Torin, and Gen. Lorenzo Torres has been 
fighting with them steadily without avail. | 
It is estimated 4000 of the best equipped | 
Yaquis are between La Moucha and Guay- 
mas. There are 3000 more between Potam 
and Medano. “ 

Between Potam and Torin 16 bodies are 
hanging to trees, 14 being Yaquis and two 
Mexicans. 


BURNED HERSELF WITH OIL 


Ida Benish Imitated Mrs. Cammerer, 
and Hospital Physicians Tink 
She May Not Recover. 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Through the gift 
of a modest New Yorker, the metropolis 
is to have a Pantheon in which the mem- 
ory of famous Americans will be kept gree? 

This new institution is to be, according 
to .the plan outlined, the Westminster Ab- 
bey of the United States—save that none 
of the ashes of the great ones will here 
find a place. 

It was announced at the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Council of the New York Uni- 
versity that a citizen, who did not wish 
his name made public, had given $100,000 
for this modern Pantheon. A building 603 
feet in length is to be erected on Univer- 
sity Heights, overlooking both the Hudson 
and the Harlem rivers. The donor makes 
the following conditions: 

‘The exclusive use of the colonnade 1s 
to serve as “The Hall of Fame for Great 
Americans.’ 

‘One hundred and fifty pans, each 
about two by eight feet, will be provided 
for inscriptions. Fifty of these will be in- 
ecribed in 1900, provided fifty names shall 
be approved by the bodies chosen for that 
purpose. 

At the close of every five years thereaf- 
ter fiveXadditional panels will be inscribed, 


so that the entire number ehall be com- 
pleted by the year 2000. The university will 
invite nominations until May 1 from the 
public in general of names to be inscribed, 
to be addressed-by mail to the chancellor 
of the university, New York City. 

“Every name that is seconded by any 
member of the Senate of the university will 
be submitted to 100 or more. persons 
throughout the country who may be ap- 
proved by the Senailte, euch as professors or 
writers of American history, and each 
name must be finally approved by a two- 
thirds vote of the 13 regular members of 
the New York University Senate. 

‘No name may. be inscribed except of a 
person born tn what is now the territory 
of the United States and of a person who 
has been deceased at least ten years.”

TO INCREASE CAPITAL STOCK. 


Pennsylvania Stockholders Will Be 
Asked to Add $8,000,000, 
PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—The annual 
report of the Pennsyivanit Railroad, which 
will be presented at the next annual meet- 
ing of stockholders next Thursday, makes 
the announcement that at the annual meet- 
ing in41901 the stockholders will be asked 
to authorize an increase of $8,000,000 in the 
capital stock, thus bringing the capital up 
to $150,000,000. The growing traffic, the re- 
port says, makes it necessary to continue 
improving and adding to the property, and 
the policy of the company, whiie taking 
part of the expense from current income, is 
to get a portion through an increase of 
capital. The board is of the opinion that 
within judicious limitations, the wiser po!- 
icy is to do this through an issue of shares 
rather than by adding to the funded debt.

IDA ARE HOUSED IN. 


FROSTS BECOMING FREQUENT. 


No Regular Season for Pineapples, 
Which Keep Coming the Year 
Round—Western >’eople Who 
Are in the Business. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
ORLANDO, Fla., Feb. 27.—Orlando is the 
center of the pineapple industry of this 


/section. Mahlon Gore, who has become in- 
‘terested in the matter, says that the acre- 


age here will reach 150 acres. A pineapple 
farm is called a pinery, and there are sev- 
eral within the corporate limits of Or- 
lando. All of the patches are inclosed 
with a high board fence, cleated and the 
whole of it is covered. A light frame 


structure is built on posts and on stringers, 


harrow boards, three imches wide, are 
nailed, there being an open space of like 
width between the boards. This‘is called 
a half covering. Some of the patches have 
no other .protection from the cold snaps 


which have been spreading consternation 
among some of the Florida fruit growers. 

Most of them, however, dre more expen- 
sively cared for. To set out an acre in 
and give them a half covering costs 
Mr. Sperry says that from seven- 
eighths of an acre he cleared $2000 after 
everybody in Orlando had said his piants 
had been killed by frost. 

The more expensive pineries have a mus- 
lin covering over the boards, There is near 
here a seven-acre inclosur of this descrip- 
tion. At numerous points in the pinery are 
places to build wood fires, which are set 
going when the cold wave flag is run up. In 
still other pineries sheet iron stoves are 
used, pipes conveying the smoke through 
the covering. In these stoves coke is used 
for fyel. This is considered quite an ad- 
vantage over the wooden fire, as by that 
means smoke spreads through ‘the inclosure 
blackening the plants until one would think 
they had received a coat of lampblack. 

Two years ago the entire State had less 
acres under cover. The leading 
variety here is the smooth Cayenne, which 
averages from four to nine pounds. Some 
of them weigh eleven and twelve, The 
plants are started from a small sucker 

which appears below the frult. There are 
from 8000 to 10,000 plants to the acre and 
from 8) to 90 per cent will bear fruit with- 
in two yenrrs. Cultivation is to keep 
the beds clear of weeds. The fruit is 
shipped in crates, size 22 by 4 by 12, the 
apples packed in ‘excelsior. The freight by 
express to St. Louis 1s at $3 per 100. 
is being shipped to 
New York. “ - 

There is no regular season for pineapples. 
The fruit is kept coming at all seasons of 
the year.

RESULTED IN THE DEATH OF 
MRS. BERTHA STRASBURGER. 


KIDNAPPERS AFTER $60,000. 


The Great Blackmail Plot and the 
Subsequent Tragedies Worried the 
Aged Woman to Death. 


NEW YORK, March 38.—Persistent and 
strenuous attempts to blackmail] her hus- 
band and herself and to kidnap their baby 
almost 2 years ago are believed to have 
been the indirect cause of the death of Mrs, 
Bertha Strasburger. Her heart was af- 
fected by the great strain at the time, and 
she never recovered full health. 

Mrs. Strasburger died from heart failure 
Friday at the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
8S. M. Bloch, # Hast Fifty-third street. 

Mrs, Strasburger was the wife of Louls 
Strasburger, formerly a Maiden lane dia- 
mond merchant. They lived at 6 East 
Fifty-fourth street. 

Early in 1881 the Strasburgers returned 
from a European trip with their 9-year-old 
daughter Rosa. The girl's governess, Louisa 
Spelter, made the acquaintance of Edward 
H. J. Sagert and Albert F. Vogel on the 
ship. The men learned of the Strasburg- 
ers’ wealth through Miss Spelter. 

‘“‘We had hardly got home,’ said Mr. Stras- 
burger, ‘‘when anonymous letters began to 
annoy us. Every day at noon for l2 days 
letters demanding $6,000 were left at the 
door. We couldn't caich the messenger. 

“The letters were finely written and de- 
manded the money, calling it a tenth of my 
fortune, on pain of personal harm to me 
and hinting at abducting Rosa. l wasn’t 
much alarmed, but Mrs. Strasburger was 
affected greatly. She begged me ‘to buy off 
the conspirators. 

“One day, while Rosa was at school, un- 
der Dr. Hubsch, at Lexington avenue and 
Fifty-fifth street, a note was sent into the 
rabbi saying that I was mortally hurt in 
Sixtieth street and to send the girl there. 

‘We afterward learned that the men had 
arranged to ——e Rosa for ransom, but 
Dr. Hubsch took her home himself, frus- 
trating the plot. 

‘“‘More letters came and I hired Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Samaiel J. Campbell to hunt 
down the men. He had Miss Shelton reply 
to overtures they made and it was arranged 
that she should act as a decoy. 

‘The men sent word ‘that if the governess 
would bring an envelope containing the 
$60,000 to Sixty-first street and Fifth avenue, 
and drop it at the report of a pistol shot. 
we would be let alone in the future. 

‘*Miss Shelton agreed and on April 7, 1881. 
she took the envelope to the place. The 
pistol was fired and she ran. Campbell was 
in hiding and when twa men rushed out of 
the areaway to erab the supposed bundle of 
money, he tried to arrest them. 

‘‘Sagert bad a revolver and drew it, but 
Campbell shot first. He killed Sagert on 
the spot. Vogel. the other, was arrested and 
sent to Sine Sing for seven and one-half 
years.’ 

Three vears ago Mr. Strasburger retired 
from business and traveled abroad with his 
wife. Thev returned last October to spend 
the winter here with their daughter, Rosa, 
naw: Mrs. Bloch. 

Mrs. Strasburger was 56 years old. She 
was yrominent for her charity and was 
identified with many charity organizations 
in the city. 


TENNESSEE SCHOOL ELECTION 


An Opinion by the Attorney-General 
Construing the Meaning of 
the New Act. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March ?.—An opin- 
ion by Attorney-General Pickle in regard 
to the workings of the law providing for the 
election of sehool directors is being circu- 
lated by Superintendent of Instruction 
Fitzgerald and sets forth many points of 
information. In his opinion Attorney-Gen- 
eral George Pickle says: 

I am of the opinion that the act applies 
to any schoo! district in any county 
which Is not co-exiensive with the civil 
district; although there may be other 
school districts in that county which do 
correspond with the civil districts. School 
directors elected under the aci of 1899 are 
required to enter upon their duties within 
30 days of their election, just as those 
elected under former acts are required to 
do. 


From the opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral it will be seen that this act leaves the 
former law in full foree and effect in all 
cases where the school districts and civil 
districts are co-extensive, and In such dis- 
triets the election for sehool directors 
should be held at the regular August elec- 
tion ,as heretofore, In all other distriets the 
election should be held on the fourth Satur- 
day in May, 199. That ts. if In anv county 
there fs a civil district and school district 
co-extensive, an Se should be held In 
August, but where a school district is com- 
posed only of a part of a celivil district, or 
a part of two civil districts In a county. 
or a part of two civil districts in adjoining 
counties, then in all such aases the election 
should be held on the fourth Saturday in 
May, 1990. In all eases where school dis- 
tricts and civil districts are co-extensive an 
election for directors should be held in 
Aveust. 

In all other cases the election should be 
held on the fourth Saturday in May. This 
const ructi on should nat be misunderstood.

TO AMERICAN CAPITALISTS.

LITTLE ROCK'S DEBTS 


_ 


ARE CAUSING HER NO END OF 
WORRIMENT. 


DENVER, Colo., March —The import- 
ant concessions gained in China by an 
American syndicate headed by Samuel 
Newhouse, Colorado's millionaire mine 
owner, have upset everything else in min- 
ing interest in this State. The boldness of 
the stroke played by Mr. Newhouse and 
his associates in entering the Chinese field 
under the “open door’ policy hae fairly 
taken the breath of experienced mining 
mén, and the venture is compared with 
euch enterprises as the Dutch and English 
East India companies in the great things 
it promises for America. 

Mr. Newhouse and his associates have 
secured three concessions from the Chinese 
government. First, the exclusive right to 
mine for the precious metals and precious 
stones in the district of Jehol, in Northern 
China, 160 miles north of Pekin. This dis- 
trict covers an area greater than that of 
New York State and s been mined in a 
desultory sort of way for centuries by the 
Chinese government, much of the value of 
its output being lost through the crude 
methods employed by the Orientals. —_ 
¢yndicate has also secured the Fest, t 
operate the coal mines at Shish-Meh--tCha 
on the east coast of China.

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CITIZENS APPEALED TO FOR AID 


Board of Trade Asks That All Who 
Can Will Help to Tide Her Over 
Her Perilous Situation. 


LITILB ROCK, Ark., March 3.—Little 
Rock is in a most distressing financial 
condition. Relentless creditors are gradu- 
ally tightening their grip upon the already 
strained treasury of the city, and fnally 
it has become necessary to make a direct 
appeal to the citizens for aid in tiding over 
a most unfortunate financial strait, 

W. B. Wortham & Co,, bankers, have 
bought up ail the old outstanding judg- 
ments obtainable, and have made peremp- 
tory demand upon the city for their re- 
demption by the issuance of warrants, re- 
ceivable for taxes. 

This the city refused to do, being unable 
to meet such an extraordinary demand and 
continue the payment of its employes. The 
matter was then taken into the Federal 
Court and a writ of mandamus issued com- 
pelling the issuance of warrants to the 
amount of about $33,000. Appeal was taken 
and bond fixed at $12,500. Monday night the 
City Council appealed to the citizens to 
help make this bond, and, at a meeting 
of the board of Trade, a resolution was 
passed asking all citizens, who may feel 
patriotically inciined, to enter into several 
undertakings looking to the said guaranty, 
in such sums as they may feel able io 

ive, firmly believing that this is to the 
est interest of said city, and necessary to 
avert a serious calamity to the financial] 
capacity and interests of said city. 

The greatest indignation prevails at the 
action of the judgment crecitors in ingist- 
ing upon the payment of the $33,000 upon 
which mandamus has already been grant- 
ed, and another batch aggregating $,- 
262.79, upon which demand was made on 
Monday night, and for which writ of man- 
damusa is expected to issue.

MUSICAL VERSION OF cYRAND| 


Victor Herbert’s Opera Sung by Fran- 
cis Wilson ‘and Company—Il 
Trovatore” at Music Hall. 


What's the use of an opera to Francis 
Wilson? Why should he bother a composer 
to write music or a librettist to arrange 
words to fit it? While he has one of the 
softest and most melodious voices, he 
won't use it to sing with. That seems to 
be about the last thing he thinks of. 

As he says in the opening song of Victor 
Herbert’s musical version of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac,’ ‘There's nothing in the words 
if the dance is all right.’’ Had he added, 
“and the business,’’ he would have com- 
pleted the idea of which he is the incarna- 
tion. 

Francis Wilson could entertain just as 
well without an opera and Lulu Glaser, 
who sang Roxane to his Cyrano, is getting 
to be a good deal in the same way. 

This is the chief reason why the large 
audience which turned out in the rain last 
night to witness the initial presentation of 
the opera’ in St. Louis did not leave the 
Olympic at the close entirely displeased. 


It was a disappointed and unsatisfied au- 
dience, however, in spite of the clever work 
of Mr. Wilson and his company. 

Were the first two acts of Mr. Herebrt’s 
work as good age the last this would not 
have been the case, for the audience was 
ina pleasant humor and tye | bit of music 
that was possessed of the slightest merit 
or melody was received with the most 
marked approval. The spectators even 
laughed at the “diagnoses of Cyranoses’ 
nose.’’ 

The opera is disappointing because it does 
not fulfill the possibilities, either in the 
ecore or the libretto—if the words which 
are sung and spoken can be dignified by the 
title. For two acts it drage and then, just 
as you’ve given it up as-a bad job, the 
whole thing changes and you get all sorts 
of good music—a sleep song, a serenade, 
a sprightly descriptive ballad and a love 
song in rapid succession. It seems as 
though the author had been saving up his 
ability for two acts and then had dumoed 
it all into the last. Even the balcony scene 
is transposed so as to occur in the last act 
in the camp on the Spanish frontier inetead 
of in the city of Paris. The trio sung in 
this scene by Roxane, Cyrano and Chris- 
tian is the gem of the opera, while the sere- 
nade by Capt. Taloux—Willlam Braderick— 
and the entire army, is as fine a bit of 
concerted music 7s one would wish to hear. 

It would not be correct to say that there 
was no good in the opera outside the last 
act, for there are several pretty things. 
In fact, the duet, “When I was a dainty 

irl and I a clumsy boy,” by Cyrano and 

oxane, in the pastry shop, is decidedly 
catchy and scored a hit. But it wasn’t 
Victor Herbert’s music that did it. It was 
Francis Wilson and Lulu Glaser. 

Naturally the etaging of the opera pre- 
gented eome beautiful effects. Why 
shouldn’t it? It had Mansfleld’s-work to 
pattern after, and in glitter and tinsel the 
scenic artists simply improved upon the 
original. The costuming, too, was, if any- 
thing, more elaborate, though, withal, mere 
opera bouffe. Had the music been up to 
the spectacular effect there would have 
been no dissatisfaction. 

The opera is composed of three acts. The 
first the Hall of the Hotel de Bourgogne; 
the second, the Interior of Ragueneau’s 
cook and astry shop, and the third the 
exterior of a castle and fortress on. out- 
skirts of Aras. In a sort of a general way 
—exceedingly general, it must be admitted 
—the story of Cyrano is adhered to, except 
in the last act where it transpires that Rox- 

ane didn’t marry Christian at all. and the 
opera closes’With her proposal to @yrano. 

Pauli fiall sang the part of Christian, 
and if ‘she didn’t make an ideal lover, she 
demonstrated the possibility of eternal 
youth, both in, her voice and in her make- 
up. The chorus ts large and evenly bal- 
anced, and makes as much of the music 
as possible.
